'Congress is being appealed to in behalf oi 


the steel trust; in behalf of the dye trust; in 
behalf of the leather trust; in behalf of the rail- 
roads, and in behalf of a hundred arid one other 
'business institutions 
that, made a profit oi 


thirty-eight billion dollars during the war; 
made it at a time when they ought to have been 
devoting their energies in behalf of Uncle Sam 
without profit or without any' thought of profit 
And these same interests, last year, made eight 
billion dollars in profits off the bankrupt farm- 
ers and other producers of wealth in this coun- 
try. 
Then, when the farmers and wage earners 


are forced to organise in self defense, a busi- 
ness men's committee is organized and. headed 
by Otto Xahn of New York City who advertises 
to the world that the farmers bloc in Congress 
must be broken up and that no farmer in sym- 
pathy with this bloc shall be elected to Con- 
gress or state legislatures. 


During this year the farmers of this countrs 


were forced to •sell hogs as low as seven cents 
per pound that cost them twice that. They were 
forced to sell cattle at similar ruinous prices. 
In my district last year, there were more farm 
lands, by two hundred thousand acres, advertised 
for sale to "pay taxes than were ever so ad- 
vertised before. The number of city and vil- 
lage properties' of wage earners and .the like 
advertised for sale to pay taxes exceeded those 
of former year's .by about forty percent. These 
are the people that produce the wealth of this 
country, and where does it go to? .That is the 
question they ask themselves, and it is a legi^ 
tlmate one, but in asking- that question they 
are called "Bolsheviks," "Communists", and 
"Dangerous Radicals" and large standing arm- 
ies are urged upon this Government to keep 
down Bolshevism and'the like, 


During tha last few days the halls and corrid- 


ers of the National Capital have been literal^ 
filled with generals, commodores', past, present 
and future, urging the same thing you are urg- 
ing, a chemical'embargo. They say it will.no 
longer do to shoot down dangerous radicals; 
they want to sprinkle them with poisonous 
chemicals; they say it is effective but it won't 
kill anybody. 


Now, 
which is the worst offender, the burn- 


ing building or the man that set it aflre; the 
dangerous radical or the man that made him a 
dangerous radical ? 


While I do not want to suggest to you what 


you shall do, I believe if the business interests 
of this country would devote a little of their 
energies towards seeing that justice is done 
toward building up the farming interests of the 
country, the very foundation of all industry; 
toward seeing that the wage earners are.paid 
a living wage, a wage that will enable them to 
do by their children as you and I wish to do by 
ours, most of your troubles and mine will bo 
solved and that never will be solved until those - 
things aro done.

in Jerusalem unto the Lord God of. Israel.- 
fhere can be no longer .any doubl that our 
ir.junction judges, both State and. Federal,have 
in mind the doings' and ^rulings of- the barbaric 
kings of'those ancient .times, and have, no 
doubt, searched'the book, of records of that 
barbaric age, for reasons upon' which to '.base 
their opinion for the right to_ issue injunction 
against the organized workers'of today; other- 
wis they would not be so .deeply Interested in 
assisting the profit taking ciass—the anarchist 
of wealth—by law to -rob and enslave the 
workers. 
Suffice to say- that, step by step, the 


writ of injunction-which is .the most powerful 
weapon now in possession of .-the. employing, 
class, has invaded the domain of the trade 
union, limiting- its ' jurisdiction,' curtailing _its 
power, sapping its strength and undermining 
its foundation.

.ations with others, from congregating in pub- 
ic places, from holding meeting—in. fact, the 
Trades Unions have' been enjoined from' .doing 
Anything and everything that in any way might

class. The sourts, state and federal, by the 
ranting of injunctions have taken away from 
labor every economic weapon with .which to 
defend'itself against tha legalized • robbing-sys- 
tem of its employers. ..The'only weapon-which 
is left to labor and .which must be used by it 
without delay for its protection is .the ballot.
